SCHEDULE 

MADRAS PORT TRUST EMPLOYEES’ (AP¬ 
POINTMENT, PROMOTION, ETC.) AMEND¬ 
MENT REGULATIONS, 1987 

In exercise of the powers conferred by section 28 
of the Major Port Trulst Act,, 1963 (38 of 1963), the 
Madras Port Trust Board hereby makes, subject to 
the apprdval of the following Regulations to further 
amend the Madras Port Trust Employees’ (Appoint¬ 
ment, Promotion. Etc.) Regulations, 1977 (Published 
as SRO C-17|75, dated the 13th and 20th August, 
1975 and as SRO C,4|77, dated the 16th March, 
1977, in the Tamil Nadu Gdvemment Gazette).— 

1. These Regulations may be called the Madras 
Port Trust Employees’ (Appointment Promotion, 
Etc.) (Second Amendment) Regulations, 1987. 

2. In the Madras Port Trust Employees’ (Ap¬ 
pointment, Promotion, Etc.) Regulations, 1977 (here¬ 
inafter referred to as the said Regulations), in Re¬ 
gulation 4 ‘Classification of Posts’ the following shall 
be substituted :— 

“The posts under the Board shall be classified 
into Class I. Class II, Class III and Class 
IV posts by the Board with the prior appro¬ 
val of the Central Govt, from time to time.” 

3. In item (1) under ‘Appointing Authority’, in 
Annexurc [See Regulation 3(c)] of the said Regula¬ 
tions, die following shall be substituted:— 

(1) The power to make appointment to Class I 
posts other than those covered by Section 
24(1) (a) of the Major Port Trusts Act, 
1963 shall be exercised by the Chairmah,
